The beggar had eight red umbrellas car- 
ried before him, and six nice little boys in 
nice little robes waved pheasant tail feathers 
slowly to and fro, as they walked along in 
front of the chniz. Great waa tha excite- 
ment among the lookers on asthis ‘new 
mandarin’ passed by, and many chafly 
remarks seemed to be made about him? 

Right st the end of the procession came 
& wicker-work basket of enormous dimen- 
sions, in which waa carried an ox made of 
paper, and a great colt drossed in paper 
and resembling a well-to-do Chinaman. 
The ox is always painted in four colours, 
the predominating one being bright or dull 
according to what the people think the luck 
Lof. the year will .be; thus, if a good 
harvest is expected, red would, be tho pre- 
valent colour. Really, however, it ia al- 
most always a reflection.on the conduct of 
the officiala during the past year ; for exam- 
-{ ple, this year the ox was almost entirely 
made of black paper to signify disapproval 
of the behaviour of the authorities during 
the riots Jast May,which have by no means 
been forgotton=yct. ; 

At the temple set apart for tho coremony 
all the officials dismounted, and entering 
went through their religious exerciacs, bow- 
ing and praying to the ox, who, with the 
man’s figure, were lifted up on high to 
he worshipped. When ali necesssry cere- 
monial had been gone through, the ox was 
takon..down, and tetn. to pieces by the 
populace, who seemed on this occasion 
to perfprm the operation with - savage 
delight. Then followed the demolition of 
tho man’s paper clothes; he himself, a 
hugo. and decided}y hideous doll, was lifted 
into a acdan chair and borne through tho 
streets in this condition. Nothing being 
left of the ox he did not make a second ap: 
pearanco in public. 

All the prayers onded, the procession set 
out on its return journey, but-here and 
thero an official and his train dropped out,

prnonintrs of thiskind known. Itis to 
¢ accepted at pretent that, apart from rats, 
the monkey and squirrel can got naturally 
affected by that disease also, though, as ob- 
servation shows ao far, in not such wide- 
spread ‘form as is the case in man and 
rats. Monkeys and squirrels represent, 
therefore, two further factors caprble of 
carrying germs of plague from place to 
place, apart from travelling man ond rata.'
